The  season  in  Bermuda  has  been  very  favorable,  but  owing  to  the  small  acreage  planted,  the 
crop  is  short,  especially  in  the  larger  sizes,  which  are  very  scarce.  Those  who  have  not  secured 
their  Harrisii,  particularly  in  the  large  sizes,  should  lose  no  time  in  doing  so.  "We  have  exercised 
great  care  in  selecting  our  bulbs  the  present  season.
